’Not going to renegotiate’

WASHINGTON — The Dayion'lrcaiy oil 
Bosnia is final, senior American ofilcials said 
Sunday in rejecting demands from Bosnian 
Serbs that provisions relating to the future of 
Sarajevo be changed. 

“Wc ore not going to renegotiate this agree- 
ment,” Defense Secrctoiy William Peny said of 
the pact worked out lost week in Dayton. Ohio, 
with the presidents of Bosnia, Seitia ond Croatia. 

Perry, chief U.S. negotiotor Richard C. Hol- 
brooke and National Security Adviser Anthony 
Lake appeared on Sunday news programs as a 
prelude to President Clinton's speech tonight in 
which he hopes to win public and congressional 
support for his Bosnia policy. 

Congressional Republicans have led the op- 
position to Clinton’s plans to contribute 20,000

U.S. ground forces to a 60.000.mcmbcr NATO 
peacekeeping force. But two key Republicans 
on the Senate Armed Services Committee sug- 
gested that the traditional tendency of Congress 
to follow the president's lead on major foreign 
poliqy issues might again prevail. 

Congress hasn't defied a president oh mili- 
tary mutters since it cut off funding for the 
bombing in Cambodia in 1974, Sen, John Mc- 
Cain, R-Ariz., said on CSS’ "Face the Nation. ” 
“I think the president can make the case." 

Thou.sands of Bosnion Serbs in the capital of 
Sfnrajcvo hove protested the peace accord, 
which cedes control of their sector of the city to 
the Muslim-Croal federation. Bosnian Serb 
President Radovan Karadzic said Sunday that 


"a new solution for Sarajevo must be found", 
and that in the meantime, Serbs would not with- . 
draw their troops. 

Perry, also appearing on CBS. .said such 
protest.s were expected, but stressed that the 
terms of the treaty are final and ihat "we fully 
expect that there will be compliance" from the 
Serbs as well as the other panics. 

Holbrooke, an assistant secretary of state, 
also insisted on NBC's "Meet the Press" that 
the Serb leadership has accepted tlie pact. “Day- 
ton was an initialling. Paris will be a signing. 
There will be no change between Dayton and 
Paris." 

Lake, speaking on ABC’s "This Week With 
David Brinkley." said tliat the Poris meeting to 
formally sign the accord would take place in 
mid-December and that U.S. troops could be in 
Bosnia a few days aflor that.

The hologram system, sold under the name 
Voxgram, was being ofTcrod for sole for the 
first time this weekend at the Radiological 
Society of North America conference in 
Chicago. The technology, produced by 
VOXEL of.Laguno Hills. Calif., received 
clearance from the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration on Oct. I. 

Rupp plonned to present some ofhis findings 
at the conference and in tiic new' issue of the 
Journal of Neurosurgery's CD-ROM edition. 

The system includes a 5175,000 machine 
that makes holograms of already high-tech 
images such os computed tomography or CT, 
X-ray scans, and magnetic resonance linages, 
called MRls. 

A light box displays the hologram as a 
three-dimensional image floating in space, 
unlike the flat CT or M^ picture. A surgeon 
con put a hand into tliis mirage and gain a 
sense of depth. 

Dr. Allen Wolfe, who heads VOXEL, says 
getting the technology to market is a dream 
come true.

Locally heavy snow blew through the mountains of the 
Nonhwcsl on Surfdoy, ond fell across pons of the Grcol 
Lakes states and into the Nonheast. 

A strong low pressure system was pushing through 
the Pacific Northwest into the northern and central 
Rockies. 

Some areas of the .higher Cascades of Oregon and 
Washington had received nearly a foot of snow since Sot- 
urdoy. with 13 inches reponed at Sonliom Pass in Oregon 
by mtddoy. 

Snow began falling acro.ss the central and northern 
Rockies during the nnernoon, spreading through Idaho 
ond northern Utah into most of Wyoming ond Montana. 


Wind gusted to 52 mph at Burley. ' 

Up to 18 inches of snow was possible by Monday 
morning at higher elevations of nonhem Utah. Scattered 
rain was possible at lower elevations. 

Across the eastern Great Lakes region, light snow fell 
downwind of Lokc Ontario and Lake Erie. 

The distuibancc was expected to move into the Nonh- 
cost during the night, dragging light rain ond snow show- 
ers across eastern Michigan, northeastern Ohio, western 
Pennsylvania and into upstate New York. Up to 6 inches 
of snow was possible in places. 

South of the snow bell, light rain was expected to ex- 
tend into northern West Virginia and nonhem Virginia. 

The lowest wind chill, the rating based on wind speed 
and temperature, was 25 below zero at Roseau, Minn.

“There is a sense among young 
writers that if they want to bmomc a 
writer, this is a professional breeding 
ground," said Mork Levine, a young 
poetry professor and native New 
Yorkb^ who hod never been west of 
Iowa until he came to Missoula three 
years ago. 

David Fenza, executive director of 
Associated Writing Programs, a na- 
tional clearinghouse for writers, 
teachers and universities, said the 
emergence of writers’ hotbeds in 
out-of-the-way places such, as Mon- 


tana shows how decemraifzcd the 
litera^ scene has become, he said. 

Writing about the American West is 
hoL So IS nature writing. Where better 
to rhapsodize about natural landscape 
than a college town nestled along a 
riverbank between (he Bitterroot 
Mountains and the 'Rattlesnake 
Wilderness Area? 

“A lot of the students, I don't 
think (hey came here for the people. 
And I don’t think they come here for 
the reputation. They come here be- 
cause they have some sort of West- 
ern idea or romance that they want 
to live out." said poetry profeakor 
Levine. 

“The wilderness attracts a certain 
kind of dispossessed soul. They think 
this is where you come to be real.”

Coroner’s office: Model’s injuries

Rathbun told investigators he 
accidentally struck Sobek, 27, with 
a loaned prototype Lexus sport utili- 
ty truck while showing her how to 
drive it in a series of spins for a 
photo session. He said he panicked 
and buried her.

"We had really become convinced

on their writing the Arst year they're 
here,” said Joellcn Parker, associate 
deon for special academic programs. 
At Bryn Mawr, 40 to 50 women, up to 
15 percent of the 325 freshmen Bryn 
Mawr expects each year. Were exempt 
from (he course because of their AP 
scores. No more. 

Across the country, college and uni- 
versity administrators are reaching the 
same conclusion. They ore revamping 
the curriculum to replace the traditional 
first-year English courses with semi- 
nars dial emphasize how to write clear- 
ly, concisely and analytically. And 
some are embracing the Writing 


Across the Curriculum program, which 
integrates writing into disciplines Aom 
sociology to computers to nursing. 

At Ohio University, for insionce, 
oflicials ore studying how to increase 
writing requirements in preparation for 
sweeping schoolwi'de changes. Tiny, 
270-studeni Marlboro College in 
Vermont has a Clear Writing 
Requi/cment: each student tokes a 
writing evaluation test and presents a 
writing portfolio io on English commit- 
tee at (he end of the first semester. 
Muhlenberg College, in Allentown, 
requires three writing-intensive courses 
before graduation; students pick from o 
smorgasbord of topics — "Does God 
Exist?” "The Short Story in the 20th 


Century."- "The History of Athletic 
Competition" — and write and revise 
about three pages each week. 

"One of the huge changes is the 
move away from seeing writing as 
merely a skill to seeing it as port of the 
thinking process.” said Lindo Miller, 
the head of the freshman English semi- 
nar at Muhlenberg, which did away 
with exemptions in 1993. 

Even tcch-heods are getting swept 
up. Orexcl University, for instance, 
recently begun to require engineering 
majors to write extensively — about 
engineering. Thot could mean a poem 
about a machine or o report on a design 
project. The purpose is simply to get 
students to write.

Administration official: Haiti’s 
Aristide won’t remain in power 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Clinton administration signaled strong- 
ly Sunday that it expects Haiti lo hold 
presidential elections os scheduled next 
month and President Jcan-Bcrirand 
Aristide to step down next February. 

“Wc expect him to leave," White 
House National Security Adviser 
Anthony Lake said Sunday aHcr 
Aristide implied last week that he 
would consider the requests of his fol- 
lowers to stay in power for another 
term. 

U.S. troops entered Hoili 14 months 
. ago to restore Aristide to power under 
' the assumption Uini the former Roman 
, Catholic priest would not seek re-elcc- 
; 'tion and would cede power when his 


term ends in February next year. 

Lake, appearing on ABC's "This 
Week With David Brinkley,” said 
Aristide had been "ambiguous” in his 
remarks and that Ihc Haition leader “is 
in a difficult position here because 
clearly he is still the most popular 
politician in Haiti and a lot of Haitians 
don't want him to leave.” 

But he said the presidential elections 
arc scheduled for Dec. 17, and 
“Aristide has said there will be an 
inauguration of a new president next 
February." 

Administration olTicials also sought

Blacks plan convention after Democrats’

WASHINGTON — Black political 
scientists and activists arc orgonizing a 
national black political convention next 
summer that could affect the relation- 
ship between African-American voters 
and the Democratic Party. 

The convention, which is in tlic early 
planning stoges, would be licid in Auga% 
aflcr the Republican and Democratic 
national conventions and would serve ^ u 
forum for evaluating the major parties’ 
platfonns and their presidential nominees. 

“I can see Bill Clinton luiving goose 


bumps about the possibility of u con- 
vention aflcr his that would intervene 
into his relationship with black voters 
and maybe steer them in another direc- 
tion.” .said Howard University political 
science professor Ronald Walters, one 
of the leaders of the effort. 

Whether a black political convention 
would be broadly embraced is unclear. 
Details ore sketchy, and most of the 
planners are relatively unknown figures 
in the African American community. 

It is also uncertain how many black 
elected officials, most of whom arc 
Democrats, would participate in a con- 


vention that could pul them ut odds 
with their party. An aide to Atlanta 
Mayor Bill Campbell, for instance, said 
the mayor would reserve comment 
until he had an opportunity to examine 
the idea mote closely. 

Organizers of the black political con- 
vention say it would follosy a spring 
policy conference that woiild bring 
together many of the leading intellectu- 
als in ihc African-American communi- 
ty to develop 0 political agenda. The 
convention then would be used to ratify 
the agenda and devise a voting stratc^ 
for African Americans.

The ca.se of access of well-heeled 
lobbyists to some members of 
Congress has been a sore point with 
the public.

He has 
since donated more than 100 gallons ofblood 
and blood components — 67 times his total 
blood volume. Nearly 1 ,000 patients have been 
aided by his gifts of life. 

Hitt is one of 62 winners oflhc 1995 Jeffer- 
son Awards, given by the American Institute for 
Public Service. These prizes honor ordinary 
people who. througl) their volunteer woii<, are 
making cxtraordinaiy contributions to their 
communities. Tiie annual awards ceremony, 
held in the chambers of the U.S. Supreme 
Court, is a reminder of the greatness of America 
- a country where liberty ond generosity go 
hand in hand, and citizens are fiec to .solve com- 
munity problems in their own imaginative ways. 

As Alexis dcTocqueville noted in his 1832 
classic. "Democracy In America," this volun- 
teer spirit is perhaps the most distinctive feature 
of ourcountty's political culture.

4,000 Orthodox Jews pray 
to protest archaeology dig 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Thousands 
of ultra-Orthodox Jews prayed in 
the streets Sunday to protest on 
archoeological dig at a 2,000-year- 
old Jewish cave believed to contain 
the remains of ancient Jewish war- 
riors. 

The cave was unearthed two 
weeks ago northwest of Jerusalem 
by a bulldozer leveling ground for o 
new highway. Inside, archaeologists 
found 24 stone boxes containing 
human remains. 

The bones were turned over to 
Israel’s Ministry of Religious 
Aflhirs fbr reburial, but ulira-ortiio- 
dox Jews said any tampering with 


(he remains violates Jewish law. 

Archaeologists believe the burial 
cove at (he ancient city of Modt’in 
might have been used by descen- 
dants of the Maccabees or the 
Maccabees themselves, a tribe of 
Jewish warriors whose revolt is cel- 
ebmicd at Hanukkah.

Amir Drori, director general of 
the Antiquities Authority, however, 
said the authority saved the graves 
by stepping in before they were 
destroyed by the bulldozers.

Schorr said there was ”a conspiracy 
of silence” among health authorities 
thot kept the issue out of public scruti- 
ny. 

In the TV report, workers at the hos- 
pitals said that in many cases the hos- 
pitalizations appeared unnecessary. 

“1 have (he impression that pMple 
were hospitalized for long periods of 
time without any specific treatment or 
check of their progress.” said Fnina 
Turner, a social woikcr at Aborbancl.

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Survey shows most 
favor water protection 

TWIN FALLS - Waicr and water- 
shed protection arc the most important 
n)onagemcnt goals for federal lands in 
the Columbia River Basin, according to 
a recent survey by professors in the 
University of Idaho's Department of 
.Geography. 

Ecosystem protection was listed as 
the second most important management 
goal for public lands, while recreational 
uses ranked third. 

Overall, some 76 percent of respon- 
danls favored a protective strategy for 
public lands, while 23 percent favored 
commodity-based uses such as logging, 
mining, and livestock ranching. The 
survey consisted of 571 randomly 
selected participants, yielding an accu- 
racy of plus or minus four percentage 
points. 

Sawtooth ofllcials to begin 
inspecting for noxious weeds 
TWIN FALLS - Beginning Jan. 1, 
the Sawtooth National Forest finally 
will insist that all hoy; straw and mulch 
brought into the forest be certified as 
noxious-weed free. 

A similar policy already is in effect 
on other Notional Forests in Montana, 
Utah, Wyoming and Colorado. 

“Noxious weeds ore spreading 
public lands at an alarming rate,' 
Sawtooth Forest officials said in a pre- 
pared statement. 

Such weeds can multiply rapidly, 
some contain thorns or stickers, while 
others crowd out more desirable plants 
in the forest. 

Hay growers should contact their 
county weed inspectors before balitig 
hay next year if they want to obtain a 
weed-free certiftcate for a particular 
cutting. County inspectors will cooper- 
ate with the Idaho Department of 
Agriculture on the weed-free program. 

The Forest Service, state Department 
of Agriculture and local weed bureaus 
will keep lists of certined weed-free 
hay growers. Certified forage will carry 
a certification tag. and single loads 
composed of many bales may be docu- 
mented with a certificate.

Renewal agency may ensure payoff for projects 

Local businesses 
could see return 
for improvements

TWIN FALLS - The newly poured 
cement in front of one downtown busi- 
■ ness is meant to extend the look of Main 
Street's more attractive blocks. 

So far, the backhoe and ripped-out 
asphalt at the doorstep of Cain’s Home 
Furnishings have been a private venture. 

But if the City Council gives the nod, the 
store may be reimbursed for part of its 
investment. 

Cain's is installing new curb, gutter, 
parking and sidewalks partly as "an 
investment in downtown," said Store 
Manager Diane Boyd. 

The city's Urban Renewal Agency 
wants to reward Cain’s and other busi- 
nesses for their invesimems in downtown 
and Old Town. Economic Development 
Direeior Dove McAlindin said. So the 
agency has included street projects in a 
set of improvements it will recommend to 
the City Council today, he said. 

The council meets at 4 p.m. in City 
Hall. No public hearings are scheduled 
today. ■ 

If the council likes the project list, the 
Urban Renewal Agency will amend tu 
formal plon for southwestern Twin Falls, 
send the proposal through a series of 
committees and public hearings, and 
issue bonds in the next few months. 

McAlindin said. 

The Urban Renewal Agency's new 
S6.5 million proposal is just one of the . 
first steps in a public overhaul of the area 
- but it took months of interagency wran- 
gling to drafr. The proposal also includes 
these projects: 

* A total of SI. 5 million would fund 
new streets, sidewalks and landscoping 
around downtown and Old Town. 

Another $108,000 would pay the engi- 
neering and design fees. 

With port of that allotment, the city 
would reimburse Cain's, Gertie’s Brick 
Oven Cookery, South Park Loungd; Oldc 
Townc Video and the old canal company 
building for a small portion of recent or 
planned improvements.

• The ogcncy wants to set aside S2.5 
million to buy Eastern Idaho Railroad's 
switching-yard properly in Old Town.

The new 
facility would allow most of the tracks 
running through Old, Town to -be 
removed. 

• The agency olso wants to spend 
about $800,000 to buy 13 properties in

Avenue. 5506,000 to demolish lhe>build- 
ings there and $150,000 to clean up soil 
contamination. 

• Volunteer efforts to cicon up the 
Rock Creek Canyon wbuld get a

Poetry slam becoming a ‘phenomenon’

KETCHUM - Marco Ornelas, 20. tried 
to decide which poem to read first — his 
suicide poem, or the poem he wrote to a 
friend. 

The audience that gathered recently for 
the I8lh Poetry Slam included plenty of 
serious-looking young people, as well as a 
few seasoned writers. 

Verse lovers wandered into the Main 
Street -BookCafe, warmed by a wood stove, 
shelves of books and the soulful words of 
poets of a variety of ages and abilities. 

The audience numbered about 60, but 
the crowd can swell to more than 100 on 
cold winter evenings.’ Many poets did 
some last-minute editing and writing 
before the first round. 

"It’s become a phenomenon,’’ BookCafe 
owner Mark Gardner said. The event has 
been written up in publications ranging 
from travel magazines to big city newspa- 
pers, he said. 

"When UPl picked it up. 1 lost track of 


alt the articles about the slam," he said. 
“Not long ogo. I got a coll from the 
London Times. The reporter’s first ques- 
tion wos. ‘Where is Idaho, anyway?"' 

Gardner stoned the contest 2H yeois ago 
at the suggestion of a customer. Poetry 
slams got their ston in laic-night Chicago 
bars, but by the 1960s. the student move- 
ment brought sloms to coffee houses. 

“It's good for business," Gardner said. 
"Maybe they won’t buy o book during the 
slam, but next time they want a book. 1 
hope they’ll think of us.” 

As 15 poets waited to open their heorts 
and minds to the audience, moderator 
Mark Farris explained the rules. 

The poetry must be original and read by 
the writer; verse that hos been heard at pre- 
vious slams is ineligible. The judges - 
playwright Edword LcGrandc, octress 
Lynn Capri and writer and cafe owner 
Sheila KclI)F- hold up numerical scores 
afrer each reading. Afrer three rounds, the 
poet with the highest cumulotivc score 
wins; the top three winners receive gifi 
certificates to the bookstore. 


“1 love judging.” Capri .said. “It’s so 
wonderful to see these kids come up from 
the high .school. They're not full-blown 
poets yet, but it's great to sec them trying. 
They get better every time they read." 

The audience is encouraged to cheer the 
poets and boo the judges if they don’t 
ogrcc with the scores. 

"Poetry is about relating to other peo- 
ple,” .said a slam veteran known simply ns 
George. “If I look out on the audience and 
sec people nodding their heads as if to say, - 
'Oh yenh, that's whut I’ve always thought,' 
then that's a good poem." 

The evening's poems touched on n vari- 
ety of topics - including friendship, 
romance, roping, death, illusions, .addre.ss 
books, working, parties, the tundra, drugs, 
youth, oging, love, hope, fear, despair and 
other aspects of the human condition. 
Whether in blank verse or iambic pentame- 
ter, the poets laid bare a pan of themselves. 

"Poetry is suppo.scd to be read aloud. Il 
could be lost if wc didn’t have the slams,"

Defendants between the ages of 
10 and 17 who plead guilty to minor 
offenses now can opt to be sen- 
tenced by high school student!! who 
have volunteered to dispense justice. 

Alternative youth courts have 
been organized in Minidoka and 
Cassia counties by Jana McGill, vol- 
unteer coordinator for the newly 
formed Mini-Cassia juvenile justice 
system. 

Mini-Cassia area officials have 
been working to put the system in ' 
place since March, when the 
Legislature voted to revamp Idaho’s 
juvenile corrections program. The 
responsibility for rchubiliiating way- 
ward youths had belonged to the 
state Health and Welfare 
Depanmcnl, but now the onus is on 
county governments. 

McGill started work Oct. 1, the 
day the new system began. Over 
last 15 years, she has worked locally ) 
as a legal secretary and frcelurm^ 
paralegal. 

Her initial task has been to assem- 
ble the youth courts. Tlte courts arc 
intended to offer first-time ofTcndcrs 
an alternative to mugistmte court, as 
well as a chunce to avoid a criminal 
record. Fifth Di.strict Magistrate 
Larry Duff will preside over the 
youth court hearings. 

The program solicits volunteer 
youths from all walks of life to serve 
as jurors, niiomcys and court person- 
nel. So far, local youths have been 
eager to volunteer, McGill said. 

Students do not need to cam top 
grades to be involved, she said. 
Hopefully, the program will educate 
young people about the judicial 
process and perhaps even mdlivalu a 
”C” .student to pull better grades for 
a law career, she said.

As the prognim 
matures, ofl’enses such us figliting ui 
school and truancy may be included, 
she said.

Russia - Nikolai 
Drozdctsky. n former Soviet and Olympic 
hockey champion, has died from complica- 
tions of diabetes at the age 38. the ITAR-

apartment in St. Petersburg early Saturday 
and medics were unable to revive him, the 
news agency said.

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Serb leaders demand international 
protection for residents of Sarajevo

PALE, Bosnia>Herzegovina — Rebel 
Serb leaders demanded imemational protec- 
tion Sunday for Serb-held parts of Sarajevo, 
where residents’ refusal to submit to govern- 
ment authority could jeopardize the Bosnion 
pepce accord. 

The accord, brokered in Dayton, Ohio, 
would unify the capital under the Muslim- 
led govemmenL Sarajevo's 120,000 Serbs, 
however, fear for their homes and future if 
they come under government control. 

Serbs in Sarajevo demonstrated for the 
third straight day Sunday to protest the 
accord, and rebel leader R^ovan K^dzic 
called for protection for the city’s Serbs 
while the peace terms are renegotiated. 

“A new solution for Sarajevo must be I 
found,” Koradzic told Bosnian Serb radio 
said after meeting all ni^t with representa- 
tives from Serb-held districts of the capital. 

“Until a new solution is found, it is the | 
international community’s duty to protect 
Serbs in Sarajevo,” he said, adding that in 
the meantime, Serbs would not withdraw 
their troops as foreseen under the Dayton 
accord. 

Karadzic has urged the Bosnian Serb 
ossembly to accept the peace accord, but he 
is under pressure to got the terms for 
Sarajevo changed. 

Despite government assurwees that they 
can remain In their homes without fear for 
their safety, Sarajevo Serbs are unlikely to 
accept the plan without some guarantees of 
1 ; protection.

A running story 

If you run 40 miles o week, women, you get far 
greater health benefits than those who run less than 
10 miles. That finding in one of the first studies of 
strenuous exercise in women challenges the idea that 
modest exercise provides almost the some bencfii.s as 
vigorous cxercise.'snys the study’s author, Paul 
Williams, an epidemiologist at the University of Cal- 
ifornia’s Lowrcncc Berkeley National Laboratory. 

Poor health 

Speaking of working out, it isn't a lack ofknowl- 
edge that keeps poor people from exercising u.s much 
os wealthier ones. It’s a lack of means, says a survey 
done for former Surgeon General C. Everett Koop's 
group. Shape Up Amcrico. The poll found that poor 
people face major obstacles to exercise. They often 
don’t feel safe in exercising outdoors in their neigh- 
borhoods, don’t hove public facilities to go to even if 
safety were not an issue, and can’t afford private fa- 
cilities. 

Drawstring warning 

Parents lake note: A small number of youngsters 
each year arc killed or injured when their jacket 
cords get tangled in ployground equipment, school 
bus doors or other obstacles. That’s occording to the 


Consumer Product Safely Commission, wliich says 
to deter that danger, manufacturers and parents 
should shorten the cords, stitch down strings and re- 
move knots or toggles at the end. 

IVacking leg pain 

The pain in the legs .suffered by many older people 
when they walk can often be traced to the spine. A 
condition called spinal stenosis, which causes nar- 
rowing of the spinal column and typically .iffccts 
adults after 50. can cau.se leg pain. Spinal stenosis 
usually results from osteoarthritis, the “wenr-and- 
tcar kind of arthritis. The discs between the .spinal 
vertebrae begin to wear out, the protective cartilage 
covering bone surfaces dcicriorates. and sometimes 
bone spurs develop. As a result, bones and .soft tissue 
begin to fold inward, compressing the nerves of the 
spinal column and causing poin to radiate down the 
sciatic nerve, which runs from the back to the lower 
leg. One simple test for spinal stcftosis is just to lean 
forward. That increases the diameter of the spinal 
canal and so lessens tjic pressure on nerves. Thnt- 
method isn’t infallible, howeycr; in severe cases of- 
spinal stenosis, leaning forward doesn't reduce the* 
pain.

DEAR PAULA: I dm sending 
you a letter I received from a 
physician in my area when I 
requested information about his 
skin-rcsurfacing products. The 
comment 1 was most concerned 
about was that “layering multiple 
(AHA products with high concen- 
trations) can achieve cumulative 
benefits and increase the (effec- 
tiveness) of the resurfacing 
agents." Mis letter also assured me 
the SI2S price for the five producus 
was reasonable. It doesn’t sound 
rea.sonablc to me. 1 would love to 
get your feedback about this. — 
Maritne, Son Diego. 

DEAR MARITNE: If the pliysi- 
cian who sells these products is the 
one you are seeing, I am not the 
one to tell you what to do regard- 
ing what he prescribes. 

However, 1 cun tell you that 1 am 
concerned for any woman over- 
using AHA products. 

For example, it is unnecessary 
for a cleanser to contain AHAs 
because it is best to never get 
AHAs in the eyes, and splashing a 
cleanser off can accidentally get 
.some in the eyes. 

Repeated use of high concentra- 
tions of AHA can cause more irri- 
tation than some skin types can or 
should handle. There is some evi- 


dence that intense irritation can 
possibly cau.se wrinkles, particular- 
ly in the skin around tile eyes. 

How much irritation from AHAs 
is too much’? That's the S64 mil- 
lion dollar question. They just 
_donlLkpow. 

Personalty, I would never rec- 
ommend layering that many high- 
concentration AHA produci.s on 
the face. I suspect (as do many 
physicians)' that much of the skin’s 
smoothness aflcr these products arc 
used is derived from swelling due 
to repeated irritation. In the short 
run that might look nice, but in the 
long run it cun cause problems fbr 
the skin. 

I’m sure, that these arc fine AHA 
products (except the astringent 
containing alcohol), but using so 
many of them at the same time is 
something I would not recom- 
mend. 

DEAR PAULA: I have been 
using Clinique’s City Block SPF 
13 Nonchcmical with great suc- 
cess. Recently, though. 1 went to 
purchase another tube and noticed 
that the SPF' hud been increased to 
SPF 15. I know you would think 
that's a lot better for nrotccting the 
skin from the sun (which is proba- 
bly why they did it), but now the 
application and consistency urc 
horrible. It flakes and peels on my 
skin-. I don’t understand why. since 
it worked so well for me before. 1 
brought this to the attention ofboth 
salespeople ut the CImtquc counter 
and their customcr-rclolioiis 
department, and they said it is the 


.same formula. But it isn't, us any- 
one can plainly see i'rom the ingre- 
di«nl list. Cun you shed light on 
this? — Heather. Qiicago 

DEAR HEATHER; You are by 
no means the first person to com- 
.plain.abou(_CliniqucIs_changc.in 
formula for their City Block SPF 
15 Nonchcmical. 

Of course it doesn’t have the 
exact .same ingredients. You can't 
go from SPF 13 to' SPF 15 wiilunit 
a change in something. How 
absurd for them to lie to you so 
blatantly. 

Why you arc having a problem 
is a bit of a my.stery. although I 
suspect when they iiicrcu.scd the 
amount of titanium dioxide in the 
product (thai'.-i the nonchcmical 
sunscreen agent) they needed to 
increase the amount of the ingredi- 
ents that help the product .spread 
and the ingredients that keep the 
titanium dioxide su.spcnded in the 
cream. That might be causing your 
problents. but it's only a guess. 

The bottom line is that the prod- 
uct isn't for your skin anymore, 
and you should return it immedi- 
ately. Tlicrc arc other sunscreens to 
check out. including Origins Silent 
Trcoimcnt. Luncomc Body 
Protective Spray, and Esiec Lauder 
Advance Suncure Nonchcmical 
SPF 15.

Skin wounds heal more slowly in people with chronic stress

! Skin wounds heal more slowly 
in people who ore sufTering from, 
chronic stress, a small but signifi- 
cant study indicates. The finding 
suggests that stress reduction 
might speed healing in people 
who are recovering from accidents 
or surgery. 

I Previous studies have already 
shown .that .psychological stress 
can dampen the immune system. 
Adults w|]o urc suffering from the 
chronic stress of having to care 
for an aging and demented parent, 
for example, typically score lower 
on immune system tests than do 
people who urc. not under unusual 
stress. Similarly, blood tests done 
on medical .students have shown 
that immune system cells become 
less active during the stressful 
periods just before major exams. 

. Reseurcher.s knew that the 
immune system plays an impor- 
tant role in wound repair. White 
blood cells secrete chemical com- 
pounds called cytokines, such as 
tumor necrosis factor and inter- 
leukins, that help prevent infec- 
tion and tell skin cells where they 
arc needed in the reconstruction 
jiroccss after injury. 


But until now, no one had 
looked directly at whether stress 
levels could have a noticeable 
effect on wound repair. 

Janice Kiecolt-Glaser, Phillip T. 
Marucha ami their collcogucs at 
Ohio State University in 
Columbus studied 13 women aged 
47 to 81 who were curing for 
demented relatives and scored 
high on tests of psychological 
stress. The women agreed to have 
a tiny piece of skin removed, from 
their forearm with a biopsy 
device, leaving a standardized 
wound about a quarter-inch in 
diameter and an eighth of an inch 
deep. 

At thi^ same time, 13 other- 
women who were not involved in 
caregiving and scored low on 
stress tests submitted to the same 
procedure. All the women were 
treated with the same kinds of 
dressings and the rate of wound 
repair, was measured by two inde- 
pendent methods: u chemical test 
that told how long it took for a 
layer of epidermis to grow over 
the wound, and a photographic 
test that told how long it look for 
the wound to shrink to u given 
size. 

The results: The nonstrcs.sed 


showed complete healing after 39 
days, white the stressed group 
took 49 days. 

"We were surprised how large 
the differences actually were,** 
said Kiccolt-GIascr, a professor 
of psychology and psychiatry. 
She said she was especially 
impressed with the difference in 
repair rates since more of the 
nonstrc«scd women in the .study 
were unmarried and smoked ciga- 
rettes — two factors usually asso- 
ciated with suppressed immunity. 
Even with these disadvantages, 
she noted, these women healed 24 
percent faster than the stressed 


group. 

It's still not clear how .sirc.ss 
may slow healing. But the 
researchers noted that the stressed 
women hud tower levels of un 
immune systcfn compound called 
interleukin- I - beta, which is 
known to piny n role in wound 
repair. 

Kiccolt-GIascr said the work 
needs to be confirmed in a larger 
study, and separate studies would 
be needed to prove that stress 
reduction can speed healing. The 
research appcjircd in the 
November 4 issue of the Luneei. a 
British medical joum,-!!.

Turkey isn’t the only thing that 
will be stuffed this holiday season. 

The average American will start 
an annual overeating binge on 
Thursday and will wake up New 
Year’s morning with seven more 
pounds hanging over his or her belt. 

That’s why, for the more than SO 
million Americans who arc over- 
weight or dieting, the traditional cel- 
ebrations of thanksgiving and joy 
have also become rituals of suffer- 
ing.

Athletes should leave caffeine behind on framing, race days

BOULDER, Colo. - With a coffee 
shop or espresso bar on nearly every 
other comer, Boulder has followed suit 
in America's infatuation with java and 
its many variations. 

But die beloved bean is more than 
just on early morning pick-me-up. For 
some, it has .become a pre-workout, 
pick-up-the-pace supplement. Aside 
from the contradicting research on the 
benefits or detriments of the rcgulor 
intake of caffeine, what is the evid^e 
regarding its usc’iby athletes and exer- 
cises to enhance perfomunce? 

Let’s look first at what effects caf^ 
feine actually has on the body. 
Coffeinc is a stimulant that acts on the 
central nervous system. It increases the 
heart rale and couses systcmic’vosodi- 
lation of the arteries. Caffeine has also 
been shown to increase fat mobiliza- 
tion, so that (he body’s fat stores can be 
used os 0 fuel for muscular contraction. 

Unfortunately, it is a diuretic. The 
side effects of caffeine include: nausea, 
headaches, muscle tremors, increased 
chance of cardiac arrhythmia and inter- 
rupted sleeping patterns. 


So why would on athlete voluntarily 
and intentionally choose caffeine as a 
performance-enhancing sujpplement? 
Initially, athletes requiring great 
strength or power, such as champion 
weight-iifrers, felt coffetne intake and

However, this observo- 
tion by athletes has not been substanti- 
ated scientifically controlled studies. 

On the other hand, endurance ath- 
letes ore attracted to caffeine's ability 
to mobilize fat. The theory is that 
increased fat utilization will ollow vital 
muscle glycogen to be spared and 
cnhoncc endurance performance by 
prolonging the time to fotigue. Some 
research has substantiated this claim, 
but other studies have recommended 
(hat a well-balanced diet is just os effi- 
cient in performance improvement and 
free from the side effects of caffeine. 

Probably the most detrimental to 
endurance events is the diuretic effect 
of caffeine. It couscs fiuid loss. And, 
depending on the environmental condi- 
tions ond the length of the event, it can 
Icod to early dehydration. The negative 
effects of ^hydration may counteract
